CHANGES LOSE. 


Legion to Fight Today for 
Bonus Measure. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.--Pas- 
sage of the administration foreign 
loan refunding bill by the Senate 
tomorrow, without any additicnal 
amendments of à restrictive nature, 
was assured today, following the 
rejection of several amendments 
designed to limit the powers of 
the proposed commission. ‘ 

The Senate recessed for the day 
while an amendment by Senator 
Simmons of North Carolina, who 1s 


leading the Democratic fight 
against the measure, was under 
consideration. This amendment 


prohibited the deferring of interest 
payments for more than three years 
without the approval of Congress. 
Results of roll calls on other 
amendments indicated that this 
would be defeated. 

An amendment by Senator John- 
son of California, requiring that 
ahy agreement entered into by the 
commission with a foreign nation 
should be ratified by Congress, was 
defeated by a vote of 36 to 44. The 
Republicans voting for this amend- 
ment were Senators Borah, Brande- 
gee, Johnson, Moses, Norris, 
France and LIaFollette. Senator 
Williams was the only Democrat 
voting in the negative. 


INTEREST AMENDMENT. 


The Senate rejected, by a vote of 
32 to 49, an amendment by Sena- 
tor Simmons requiring that inter- 
est on foreign bonds be paid an- 
nually or semiannually. Senator 
Williams, in opposing this, de- 
clared that he did not propose to 
insist upon Shylock’s pound of 
fiesh.” Senator Hitchcock, de- 
fending the amendment, declared 
that to defer the interest for a 
iong time would be equivalent to 
an enormous gift. Senators Borah, 
Johnson, Norris and LaFollette 
were Republicans voting for this 
amendment, while Williams was 
the only Democrat against it. 

Senator Reed of Missouri of- 
fered an amendment prohibiting 
the ccmmission from consenting 
to the deferring of interest pay- 
ments for a longer period than 
two years. This was rejocted by 
a vote of 33 to 44. Senator Lodge, 
in opposing it, declared that it 
would be necessary to make dif- 
ferent arrangements with different 
countries, and that if the two-year 
provision were included, all coun- 
tries would demand a two-year ex- 
tension. He anid that Congress 
should trust the government's 
financial representatives. Senators 


Borah, Johnson, Kenyon, LaFo!l- 
lette and Norris were Republicans 
voting for this amendment.

» IN A NUTSHELL. 


WHO? Single persons 
who had net income of $1000 
or more, or gross income of 
$5000 or more. Married 
couples who had net income 
of $2000 or more, or gross 
income of $5000 or more. 

WHEN? March 15, 1922, 
is final date for filing re- 
turns and making first pay- 
ments.

TAX FAOTS.

The return, worn to before a 
notary or other person authorized 
to administer an oath, must be filed 
with the collector of internal reve- 
nue for the district In which the 
taxpayer lives, or has his principai 
place of business.

On her bended knees Rosina 
"Bertrand swore that she would kill 
her husband if it were the last 
act of her life, according to a 
suit for divorce filed yesterday by 
Joseph G. Bertrand. Had she sworn 
but once Mr. Bertrand might have 
overigoked the incident, but he 
says she made the remark so fre- 
quently thet he began to take it 
seriously.

SUSPECT IN. 
WRECK PLOT 
IS ACCUSED. 


Attempted Laid to 
Red Lambertson, Who 
Will Recover. 


Walter E. (“Red”) Lambertson, 
who was shot down last Friday 
night by a squad of police detec- 
tives after he had spiked a de- 
railer to the Southern Pacific Rail 
road tracks in an effort to wreck 
the Shore Line Limited, was moved 
yesterday from the Receiving Hos- 
pitai to the County Hospital. 

While a dozen untformed police 
officers were guarding the police 
ambulance that moved the 
wounded man from one hospital to 
the other, Police Detective Seret. 
Cato obtained a complaint against 
him charging attempted murder. 
The warrant was issued by Jusfice 
Hahby and bail was fixed at 
$50,000. 

The complaint was issued by 


Dep. Dist.-Atty. McClelland. It 
accused Lambertson of trying to 
kill Richard H. Bradley, engineer, 
and George Hammel, fireman of 
the train, and attempting to rob 
T. E. Patterson, messenger for the 
American Express Company. It 
was stated that the express and 


baggage cars contained about 
$150,000 of cash and other val- 
uables. 


Three policemen were detailed 
to guard Lambertson while he is 
in the hospital. 

According to Chief Police Sur- 
eon Goodrich, the wounded man 
has a good chance for recovery. 
Dr. Goodrich yesterday declared 
that Lambertson had passed the 
most dangerous period and that if 
no infections set in he will recover. 

Before being moved from the 
Receiving Hospital, Lambertson 
was visited by his mother and his 
wife. Mrs. Della Lambertson, his 
wife, told police detectives when 
she left her husband's bedside that 
he had requested her to bring him 
a safety razor blade. Police, be- 
lieving that the prisoner wished to 
end his life, instructed the woman 
to make no attempt to supply her 
husband with the blades. 

Lambertson was shot five times 
by Police Detectives Cato. Cline. 
Posner and Cahill and Captain of 
Detectives David Adams when he 
attempted to eseape after spiking 
the derailer to the railroad tracks 
near Glassell Park last Friday 
night. The police had been trail- 
ing Lambertson for over a week 
before the shooting after they nh 
been informed that he was plan- 
ning to wreck the train. Detec- 
tive Cato, who was unknown to 
lambertson, had been employed 
by him as an automobile driver and 
took Lambertson to the spot where 
the train was to have been 
wrecked.

William Allen White of Kansas, a friend 


of Roosevelt's, said that he arrived in Em- 
poria at 2 a.m, at the end of a wearisome 
campaign tour, but was up early to go to 
church. He avoided the big, popular church 
and hunted out his own denomination, the 
Dutch Reformed, which was housed in a 
tiny building. He sang with delight his 
favorite Lymn, “How Firm a Foundation,” 
which, by the way, was the only hymn sung 
at hig funeral. He knew many hymns by 


them lustily, standing with his hands be- 
hind his back, and finding a hymn book 
superfluous. A particular favorite was 
Luther's battle hymn, “Ein Feste Berg,” 
which he sang in the German language, In 
one of his letters it is recorded that he used 
to give a cash prize of 6 cents to each of his 
children who memorized a hymn. 

He was also a great reader of the Bible,
